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as of March 1, 1913, it is palpable that 
it was a ‘gain or profit’ and that it 
proceeded from and was severed or ren- 
dered severable from it, by the sale 
for cash, and thereby became that real- 
ized gain which has been repeatedly de- 
clared to be taxable income within the 
meaning of the constitutional amend- 
ment and the acts of congress.” 
“Investor” and “Broker.” 
A second contention made by the 
plaintiff in the Ryerson case was that 
the word income as used in the six- 
teenth amendment and in the income 
tax act does not include gain from 
capital realized by a single isolated sale 
of property, but that only the profits 
realized from sales by one engaged 
in buying and selling as a business—a 
merchant, a real estate agent, or a 
broker—constitute income which may 
be taxed. Commenting, Justice Clarke 
said: 
“In other words, it is conceded for 
the purpose of this part of the argu- 
ment that the gain assessed would be 
‘taxable if a broker had realized it, in- 
stead of an investor. 
“It is sufficient to say that no such 
distinction as is here urged between an 
investor and a dealer was recognized 
in the civil war income tax acts or in 
the income tax act of 1894, which was 
,.. declared unconstitutional on an unre- 
lated ground; that it was not recog- 
nized in determining income under the 
"excise tax act of 1909; that it is not 
to be found in terms in any of the in- 
come tax provisions of the internal rev- 
enue acts of 1913, 1916, 1917, or 1919; 
that the definition of the word ‘in- 
come’ as used in the sixteenth amend- 
ment, which has been developed by this 
~court, does not recognize any such dis- 
“tinction; that in departmental practice, 
for over seven years, such a rule has 
not been applied; and finally that there 
is no essential difference in the nature 
of the transaction or in the relation of 
the profit to the capital involved 
whether the sale or conversion be a 
single, isolated transaction or one of 
‘many.” 


BANKER EXPLAINS SUIT. 
“This ruling will affect thousands of 
cases throughout the country,” said 
L. L. Loehr, head of the trust depart- 
le ment of the Merchants’ Loan and Trust 
company. “Arthur Ryerson lost his 
life when the Titanic went down in 
» 1912. Part of his estate consisted of 
capital stock in the firm of Ryerson 
& Son, valued at $560,000. This stock 
was sold four years later for $1,280,000, 
and the cash added to the value of 
the estate. The government in 1918 
imposed a tax of $311,000 on the in- 
_ereased value of the estate. We paid 
it, but sued to get it back. We main- 
tained that the increase in valuation 
was capital and not income. The 
United States Supreme court, however, 
**has ruled against us and we have no 
recourse.”

“DEATH BY GAS” 


AS KILLER SLEEPS, 
LAW IN NEVADA 


Carson City, Nev., March 28.—A bill 
providing for the use of lethal gas in 
executing the death penalty in Nevada 
was signed here today by Gov. Boyle. 

Signing of the bill abolishes other 
forms of capital punishment in the 
state. Hitherto condemned men had 


the choice between hanging or shoot- 


ing. Nevada is believed to be the first 
state to include gas as a means for 
capital punishment. 

Under the new law the death war- 
rant must designate a week within 
which the execution must take place. 
This week must not be less than sixty 
nor more than ninety days after the 
date of the judgment. 

The law calls for a suitable cell for 
inflicting the penalty where gas is 
used and provides that the warden, a 
competent physician, and six other cit- 
izens must witness the execution. 

It is intended that the cell should be 
air tight, fitted with windows of thick 
glass, and equipped with valves to ad- 
mit air. 

It was planned that when the con- 
demned man should be asleep the air 
valves would be closed and others ad- 
mitting lethal gas be opened, life being 
taken without the prisoner’s awaken- 


ing.

Washington, D. C., March 28.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Senator Ralph H. Cameron of 
Arizona not only denies the accusation 
against him in the $100,000 suit 
brought by Edward T. McFarlin of 
Boston’ for alleged alienation of his 
wife's ‘affections but characterizes the 
suit as a “blackmailing attempt” to 
discredit him as he is entering the sen- 
ate. 

“I hesitate to employ strong lan- 
guage where a woman is concerned,” 
said Senator Cameron, “but since I 
have been attacked unfairly and un- 
justly I feel I owe it to my family and 
to my friends to make my position so 


clear that there will be no misunder- 
standing. 


Met on Overland Ti ain. 


“TI first met Mrs. Margaret Worces- 
ter McFarlin in the observation car of 
the Overland limited in 1912, when I 
was on my way from Arizona to Wash- 
ington. She and I were but two of 
several who met casuaily, as it is not 
unusual for those traveling together 
for three days between ihe Pacific 
coast and Chicago to do. 

“She was not then inarried to Mce- 
Farlin. I have met her but twice 
since. I have met her husband, Mce- 
Farlin, but once, and that was at Bos- 
ton after they were married. 

“Papers in the case wire first filed 
in 1915, or five years ago. Although I 
have spent much time in New York 
City on business during that time, al-

“Now that I have become a United 
States senator those behind this ridic- 
ulous suit have evidently decided to at- 
tack me in the hope of injuring me by 
giving widespread publicity to the ab- 
surd charges made by them. 

“I am not afraid of these charges 
any more than I am of my political 
enemies. I have been accustomed to 
hard fighting all my life, and I am 
prepared to fight this suit now with 
both fists, fearlessly and in the open, 
knowing, as I do and as my friends 
do, that the accusations of McFarlin 
are untrue, unjust, ridiculous, and. 
above everything else, a blackmailing 
attempt to discredit me just as I have 
taken my seat in the United States 
senate.” 

Senator Cameron’s son, a young man 
of 26 or 27 years, is standing by his 
father. He was in the office when the 
«enator gave out his statement. 


Suit Filed in New York. 


New York, March 28.—The formal 
comptaint against Senator Cameron, 
filed in the Supreme court here by Ed- 
ward T. McFarlin, contains only a 
brief outline of the suit. It merely al- 
leges that the senator exerted “ undue 
influence ” over Mrs.,Margaret McFar- 
lin in 1916 and that he “ harbored and 
detained her.” Little is known here of 
the McFarlins. According to the com- 
plaint, they were married in 1913 and 
lived in Stoneham, Mass., until 1916.

A Kind of Anti-Trust Law 
for Foreigners.

Fordney Bill Provision. 
The essential section of the Fordney 
bill follows: 

“Whenever merchandise, whether 
dutiable or free, is exported to the 
United States of the class or kind pro- 
vided for in this act, and the sales 
price is less than the forcign home 
value, or in the absence of such value 
is less than the value to countries other 
than the United States, or in the ab-

price and the foreign home value or) 
the value to countries other than the 
United States, or the cost of produc- 
tion, as the case may be.”

purpose of the anti-dumping bill is. 
similariy to provide the American in- 
dustries with protection against unfair 
practices by their foreign competitors. 

Effort Made in 1916. 

_An attempt to meet this situation 
Was made when congress in 1916 enact- 
ed a law declaring it unlawful for any 
person importing articles to sell them 
at a price subsiantially less than the 
actual market value of such articles at 
the time of exportation to the United 
States if the prices were cut with the 
intention of destroying or injuring in- 
dustry in this country. This law fur- 
ther provided that if any imported ar- 
ticle was brought into the United 
States under any agreement or under. 
Standing that the importers should 
be restrained in using or dealing in ar- 
ticles of any other person, there should 
be levied an aditional duty equal! to 
double the amount of the ordinary duty 
imposed by law. 

This law also had a provision to the 


effect that whenever any country

and not injurious to the health and 
morals, the president should have pow- 
er to prohibit importation into the 
United States of similar articles.
